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1. This application contains claims 1 , 5, 8, 16 to 18 and 20 drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in the response dated January 9, 2003. A complete reply to 
the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate 
action (37 CFR 1 .144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

2. Claims 22, 23 and 25 to 30 are allowed. As noted in the previous office action, 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest the multi pack release coating compositions as 
claimed. There is no teaching or motivation to include the particular ingredients in the 
specific packs as claimed. 

3. Claims 31 to 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The Examiner cannot find support in the 
specification for these particular multi-pack combinations. Applicants' response fails to 
indicate where such support can be found. Page 14 of applicants' specification teaches 
the multi-pack combinations in claims 22, 23 and 28 but the specification fails to support 
these claimed compositions. This is considered to be new matter. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
